WASHINGTON, March 24.—The new modi- 
fied Tenurc-of-Office bill, which was born 
in the iniquity of a Radical caucus, and 
made at midnight last night the basis 
of a compromise between Be thi Grant 
and the Senate, was presented 
to the Senate to tee by the J adiciary Com- 
mrttee, and, after four hours of wearisome 
debate; Was pagsed by 37 to 15, seven Re- 
publican Senators joining the eight Demo- 
crate, and refusing to vote for anything but 
the repeal ofthe old law. This proposed 
modification of the law does not give the 
President the power of absolute removal 
during the recess of the Senate, but on oe 
contrary, subjects every act of the sus 
Sion of an officer to the. approval o 
Senate wi:hin 30 days after 
re-assembles, If the Senate doesnot con- 
cur in the suspension of the official, said 
official, returns to his Office, his . previous 
removal by the President to the contrary, 
notwithstanding. This is so much like the 
old law, that most everybody wonders that 
Grant ever has decided to accept it in lieu 
of his original terms of unconditional 
repeal, but this much needs explanation, 
as follows: Radical Senators went to
